James St. on the I-75 Business Loop. 

Dedicated to be a “focally-oriented bank", investors 
anounced that the facility could open up as early as this 
all. 

Pending final approval on it's Charter Application, the 
bank will be known as Narthern National Rank 

Sensing a need for additional banking facilities here in 
Grayling, the organizing group submitted an application of 
intent on May 8th. Approval of the application will permit the 
organization to move ahead. 

According to petitioners, stock would be made available 
for purchase shortly after Charter approval and up to as 


many of 1000 stockholders is anticipated. 


REA Approves $2,304,000 Loan 


WASHINGTON — The Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion has approved a $2,304,000 !oan for the Top O'Michigan 
Rural Electric Company, Congressman Philip E. Ruppe, 
announced. 

The low interest loan has been authorized so the utility 
can expand service in its thirteen county distribution area. tn 
the Eleventh District Top O’Michigan serves customers in 
Charlevoix. Cheboygan, Emmet. Montmorency, Oscoda, 
Otsego. Antrim and Crawford counties. 

Ruppe said 1,550 additional customers will receive 
Seivics Under ihe expansion program. ta addition, 197 miles 
of new distribution line will be constructed as well as other 
system improvements. 

The REA loan will finance only a portion of the 
improvements with Top O'Michigan obtaining supplemental 
financing from ihe National Rural Usetes 
Finance Corporation.

Poll Favors Millage | 


|Renewal on June 12 |

A Community Attitude Su- 
rvey questionnaire was re- 
cently circulated to about 
200 families within the Craw- 
ford AuSable School Dis- 
trict by the C.A.R.E. Com- 
mittee (Committee Acting 
for Responsible Education). 
Results of the survey were 
presented to the Board of 
Education at its most recent 
meeting by Wayne Casler, 
CARE Committee member. 

The Board recently an- 
nounced that only a millage 
renewal will be sought this 
year to operate our schools. 
an issue which will be voted 
on by the residents of Craw- 
ford County on June t2th. 
Passage of the renewal will 
result in basically a continu- 
ation of the educational pro- 
grams currently underway 
within the Crawford - Au- 
Sable School System. Denial 
of the millage would mean 
that school doors will close 
al some point in time for lack 
of funding. 

The CARE survey was de- 
signed to determine public 
sentiment concerning the 


Grayling School System's 


operation and revealed some 
interesting results. Over the 
next few issues of the Ava- 
fanche, we'll camment on 
how tocai folks feel about 
how thinas are going on 
within the schools - based 
on the survey results - 
perhaps to help you decide 
how to cast your ballot come 
June 12th. 

The questionnaire was 
hand - delivered to about 200 
County residents - not at 
random - but based on a 
rather scientific basis so that 
every segment of the com- 
munity was allowed to re- 
spond. As we see it, here are 
a few of the most significant 
responses: 

On the question: “What do 
you believe is the musi 
serious problem faced by the 
focal school district?’. 58 of 
i74 responses indicaied “Fi- 
nance’. Other answers rang- 
ed from apathy of voters, 
students, collecting 19 re- 
sponses. to the age of the 
Middie School which garner- 
ed one vote. So it’s obvious, 
if the poll is representative. 
that most people feel the

Special Renal Disease Coverage

There is one special group 
of Medicare recipients with 
permanent kidney failure — 
whose lives depend on kid- 
ney dialysis or kidney trans- 
plants. 

This is an expensive long- 
term medical situation re- 
quiring use of sophisticated 
kidney dialysis machines 
‘and the expert knowledge of 
renal specialists. 

. Medicare eligibility is re- 
stricted to three groups of 
people: (1) persons over the 
age of 65; (2) persons under 
65 who have been disabled 
for a minimum of 24 con- 
secutive months: (3) persons 
under 65 who have worked 
long enough to gain Social 
Security credits, or their 
spouses or dependents. 

For all purposes. almost. 
any person with permanent 
kidney failure is eligible for 
Medicare benefits in this cir- 
cumstance. 

Medicare coverage in renal 
disahility starts on the first 
day of the third month after 
the patient has begun main- 
tenance dialysis or the first 
of the month before patients 
are scheduled to enter the 
hospital for a transplant. 

Because of the special 
details in coverage of this 
medical problem. we are not 
going to try to expiain ali of 
the intricacies. However. 
there are some very impor- 
tant aspects of Medicare 
protection that must he 
remembered. They are: 

1. To be éligible to receive 
Medicare payments, the me- 


dical facilities you use MUST 
be specifically approved to 
provide maintenance dialy- 
sis or kidney transplant sur- 
gery. They must meet spe- 
cial health, safety and pro- 
fessional standards, regard- 
less of whether or noi they 
are participating institutions 
in other Medicare areas. 
Your physician can tell you 
whether or not a facility is 
approved. 

2, Payments for renal dis- 
ease treatments are always 
made to the facility. Pay- 
ment for physicians’ services 
may be either on the assign- 
ment basis or itemized bills. 
However, Medicare B will 
pay only 80 percent of dialy- 
sis charges, you are res- 
ponsible for 20 percent of 
these charges. 

3. Medicare Part B also 
will assist you in paying for 
seif-diaiysis, tne training for 
self-dialysis and even the 
supplies and machinery that 
is needed for seli-treatment. 

4. In case of a kidney 
transplant operation, Medi- 
care not only will pay for 
your stay but will pay ail 
necessary hospital and mie- 
dical services for the kidney 
donor. 

5. if there is no kidney 
donor available, Part A Medi- 
care will pay for the costs of 
oblaining a suitable kidney 
for transplant and the kidney 
registration fee. 

6. Medicare Part B (medi- 
cal} will pay for 80 percent of 
your ee s approved al-

That revealing philosophy tells me all 
I need to know about Watergate or any 
other Nixon political adventure.

ter and will be a factor in 
setting the quotas for hun- 
ter’s choice and landowners 
preference permits. 

The dead deer survey is 
done on a stratified random 
sampling basis of the deer 
range. The DNR's Office of 
Surveys and Statistical Ser- 
vices in Lansing has used a 
computer to sefect sections 
and areas to be checked by 
wildlife biologists in the 
field. 

Tom Prawdzik, DNR dis- 
tiict wildlife biologist in 
Gladwin, says 116 randomly 
selected courses in his dis- 
trict must be surveyed to 
give an unbiased measure of 
the losses. Each course 
covers 32 acres and requires 
atleast two miles of waining 
by a two or three-man team. 
Routes are followed with a 
hancl compass and distances 
are measured by pacing. 

At least one member of 
each team is a wildlife biolo- 
gist. The remainder are other 
DNR personnel. Conserva- 
tion. officers. forest fire per- 


> sonnel, state foresters, fish- 


eries biologists and state 
park employees all help. 
The dead deer found are 
SuUiopsigG iv déiermine the 
cause and approximate time 
of death. A specific cause of 
death is assigned only if 
there is conclusive evidence. 
Common causes of death 
are: Starvation, shooting, 
dogs and accidents, but at 
times the cause is unknown. 
Starvation characteristics 
include absence of fat under 
the skin, and red, soft bone 


marrow in the 


bones. 

Deer killed by degs have 
been a major problem this 
winter. DNR biologists have 
reported finding many dog- 
killed deer this winter and 
urged dog-owners {0 keen 
their dogs tied up. Deer 
become easy victims of dog 
packs when a crusty layer 
forms on iop of deep snow. 
With their sharp hooves, 
deer sink into the snow while 
dogs can run on top. 

Road-kilied deer nave aiso 
increased as warmer soring 
weather brings more activity 
in the state's deer popula. 
tion. 

Along with the dead deer 
survey, other statistical in- 
formation will be analyzed in 
Lansing. That information 
includes general deer popu- 
lation Gata Based of deer 
that were alive last fall just 
before hunting season, a 
hunter survey of how many 
deer were taken during the 
deer hunting season. and 
statistics on highway deer 
Kins fiom the State Pofice.
